"Many producers thought 'he lo/1 n 
privilege for corn expired on Dec. 31. 
That date marked 
the close of 
wheat, 
oats 
and 
soybean 
loans. 
Fanners have until June 30 rr, apply 
for a loan on their com," he con- 
tinued. 


The government loan program ha a 
not aroused much interest in recent 
years, for in most cases the market 
price exceeded the loan mark, set at 
90 per cent of parity. But the re- 
cent tumble in grain prices which 
brought corn far below the $1.42 a 
bushel loan figure, has renewed in- 
terest. 
Few Loans In '48 


Few loans were completed in 1948, 
since the returns would be included 
in the year's receipts for tax pur- 
poses. 
By the close of 
January 
thera were 147 loans completed or. 
about 112,000 bushels of corn. 


"This figure has been mor« than 
doubled in the past ten da\s, the 
chairman 
estimated. 
"Altogether 
there have been 431 applications for 
corn loans." 


Although corn has rallied from its 
low point, some country elevators 
were bidding $1.07 for corn Friday, 
35 cents below the loan quotation. 
Three Inspectors Busy 


Three veteran "sealers" are

They inspect 
and measure cribs and take a sample 
for grade and moisture determina- 
tion.
